This book contains the first printed account of the discovery of America by 
Columbus to appear in a history or chronicle, consequently the first account of the 
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discovery to appear in any other form than that of the “ Letter.’* Whilst being no 
more than a reproduction in a narrative form of that letter, it contains some additions 
from the speeches of the Spanish Ambassadors. This account is even more definite 
in some particulars ; thus, where Columbus says there were six or eight species of 
palm tree, Bergomcnsis is able to specify the number as seven. The narrative was 
probably taken from one of the Cosco Latin editions. The account begins at the 
bottom of folio 441b with the following words: “De quattuor pmaximis insults in 
India extra orbem nuper innentis.*’— (Vide Thacker's Columbus. Vol. II, pp. 73-77.) 

Both the above copies arc in excellent condition. The woodcuts they contain are 
roughly executed ; but this very roughness adds rather than detracts from their 
charm. The majority are views of cities and castles intended to illustrate the 
chronicle. Didot gives the number of full-page woodcuts as three, both the above copies 
contain four ; these are very quaint illustrations of the creation of Eve, the eating of the 
forbidden fruit, the ejection of Adam and Eve from the earthly Paradise, the slaying 
of Abel and the building of the tower of Babel. 

The book is dedicated to Cardinal Pallavicini and the woodent on the title contains 
his arms.

The last sheet is the famous 
map signed by L. F. (Lanrentins Frisius) dated 1522, and entitled “Oruis ttpcs 
universalis,” which hears the name “America.” This map is not a new one, bat 
simply a reproduction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with tbe name America added. 

The discovery of Colnmbas is described on the sheet numbered 28. and the two inner 
pages of that sheet contain a Map of America, or rather of the Western Ocean and 
Terra Nova, with the Blands. Again, the last map but one,* which represents G«m- 
landia et Russia, is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains portions 
of the American coasts.

A famous book representing the highest stage of knowledge in 
all branches of science at the close of the fifteenth century. Ham, 

Brunet and Graesse erroneously imagined an apparently undated 
edition to be first, for the reason that it bore on the verso of the title 
“Ex Heydelberga m.cccc.lxxxxvi.” This latter, however, * is the 
second edition (see description below). Schott, who was a Strassburg 
printer, established a bye-press at Freiburg (where Reisch was Prior 
of the Carthusian monastery) evidently to print this work for the first 
time primitiali hoc pressure ,.—The map is very rare, and is of the old 
Ptolemaean kind, but it has the degrees of both latitude and longitude 
marked. A long-lined inscription beneath the unfinished continent of 
Africa consists of the following words :—“ Hie non terra sed mare est 
in quo mire magnitudinis Insule sed Ptolemeo fuerut incognite.” This 
indicates a knowledge of the American discoveries, although they are 
not more explicitly defined. 

According to De Morgan this is the earliest work in “ which 
mention is made of that peculiar system of measures which was current 
among the mathematicians of the sixteenth century, aud which has 
caused no little confusion among writers on metrology.”

most treasured, and her own correspondence to her brother Admiral 
James Burney. 

The Admiral married Sarah, daughter of honest Tom Payne the 
bookseller (1719-1799). The daughter of the marriage, Sarah, to 
whom Frances Burney was most deeply attached, married her 
cousin John Payne. He succeeded his father (about 1825) as the 
senior partner in the well known firm of booksellers, Payne & Foss. 
The firm was dissolved in 1850 when Payne and his wife retired to 
Rome and lived there for some years subsequently. Mrs. Payne's 
salon was much appreciated by the English colony at Rome and 
among the eminent persons who frequented it, the most constant 
was Cardinal Antonelli. 

This collection descended from the Burneys to the Paynes, and 
appears to have been always kept in that reverent and sacred 
seclusion, in which Fanny Burney tells us she held private letters, 
and it now sees the light for the first time after the lapse of more 
than a century.

Owing to trade jealousy and the dishonesty of a partner, the 
invention of the patriotic Scot (he had refused to go to Holland or to sell his invention 
to the Dutch) did not make way at the time, and he died broken-hearted and in poverty.

This collection of designs was the outcome of an elaborate project 
of Burne-Jones to illustrate the Earthly Paradise of his friend 
William Morris. Some of the Cupid and Psyche designs were 
engraved on wood by Morris and his friends, and a few sets of 
impressions were taken for presentation, but the series was never 
published, and it is now the scarcest of Morris' works. Some of the 
drawings were not engraved and several of these are in the present 
volume. They are distinguished by an asterisk. 

Of the five miscellaneous drawings one is a pencil drawing of 
Pygmalion and Galatea, with a unique impression of an engraving of 
the s&me. It is known that Burne-Jones started illustrating this 
poem, as well as “ The Ring given to Venus ” and “ The Hill of 
Venus," and it is possible the four other drawings may be connected 
with these poems but I have not been able to identify them.
